2160 DEATHS BY VIOLENCE. 


Year’s Report Shows 398 Sui- 


cides in New York, 

NEW YORK, Jan. 7.—The report of 
the Board of Coroners for 1906 just pub- 
lished shows a remarkable year of ac- 
cident and crime. In all there were 5809 
deaths reported to the Coroner's office, 
of which 2160 were by violence. For 
Manhattan alone and excluding casual- 
ties reported in Jersey City, Long 
Island City and Brooklyn, the tunnel 
work caused 68 deaths. 

There were 649 felonious assaults 
causing death. Surface cars caused 97 
deaths, elevated trains 14 and tunnel 
trains 17.. Automobiles killed 24 per- 
sons in Manhattan during the year, 

The 398 suicides were brought about 
as fcilows: One hundred and ten by 
shooting, 21 by throat cutting, 561 by 
poison, 124 by gas, 27 by hanging, 27 by 
jumping from windows or roofs, 4 by 
jumping in front of trains and 34 by 
drowning.

NEW YORK, Jan. 7.—The tallest 
structure in the world for human hab- 
itation will be the tower now building 
by the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. 
It is to be 658 feet high—or 46 stories. 

Man has built only one structure to a 
greater height—the Biffel Tower, which 
rises 984 feet above its base. But the 
Eiffel Tower is not a general business 
building. 

Third highest of human structures 
will be the tower of the Singer Build- 
ing, at Broadway and Liberty street, 
which will rise 593 feet. The Washing- 
ton Monument is 555 feet; the Phila- 
delphia City Hall, 647; tne Cologne 
Cathedral, 615; the Pyramid of Cheops, 
486; the Antwerp Cathedral, 476; the 
Strasburg Cuthedral, 474. 

Coming back to New York, the next 
highest building is Ge. Howard Carroll's 
new aRilroad and Iron Exchange, on 
West street, with a tower 404 feet high. 
The Park Row Building tower is 382 
feet high; the Pulitzer Building’s flag- 
staff, 375. 

Architect Napoleon Le Brun & Sons 
have filed plans for the Metropolitan 
Building tower. It will stand on the 
site of Dr. Parkhurst’s old church, at 
the southeast corner of Madison ave- 
nue and Twenty-fourth street. The base 
of the tower will» be 75x85 feet. It will 
rise 65S feet from the street. From the 

eellar to the top will be 680 feet; from 
the foundations to the ton, 690.6 feet. 
The clock face will be 346 feet above the 
sidewalk. To tell the time, Diana on 
top of the Madison Square Garden 
tower will have to look up, for she is 
only 332 feet above the street. 

At the firty-sixth story of the tower 
will be the lookout floor, 603 feet above 
the sidewalk. Just over the lookout 
will be a center window, the highest 
point for observation, 633 feet above 
the ground. 

The tower will complete the home 
structure of the Metropolitan Life. The 
entire building will cover the biock 
bounded by Madison and Fourth ave- 
nues and Twenty-thrd and Twenty- 
fourth streets. It will contain a total 
floor area of 1,085,663 square feet, or 2

W Pp 2 TON, Jan. 7.~President 
Roosevelt will send a special message 
to Congress urging the prompt passage 
of legislation authorizing the negotia- 
tion of reciprocal tariff treaties with 
Germany. Something must be done 
immediately to bring about a settlement 
of the tariff differences between the 
United States and Germany, or there 
will be a large falling off in American 
trade with that country. A modus vi- 
vendi providing for the minimum tariff 


rates of American goods going into 
Germany is now in éffect, but this ex- 
pires March 1, on which date the Ger- 
man Government will enforce its max!- 
mum tariff rates against American 
goods: exported in Germany. In order 
to reach a basis of settlement of the 
trouble the President sent a commission 
of tariff experts to Germany, at the 
head of which is Director of the Census 
North. This.commission is now at work 
and has nearly completed its task. 
President Roosevelt has decided to 
direct the commission to hurry through 
its work and to cable him the recom- 
mendations so he can lay the matter 
before Congress at once. 

Unless there is some legislation at 
this session of Congress authorizing the 
President to enter into reciprocal trade 
treaties with Germany there is likely 
to be a disastrous commercial war be- 
tween the United States and Germany. 
Commercial interests throughout the 
country are deeply concerned over this 
question and they are urging the mem-

It is known that the 
President and Secretary Root all along 
have favored the making of reciprocity

NEW YORK, Jan. 7.—On the 
Mail steamer Tagus, which reached 
port from Panama and Jamaica Sat- 
eurday afternoon, arrived Curtis J. 
Cullen of Knoxville, Tenn., who, ac- 
cording to a cable from Panama, dis- 
appeared two weeks ago while out on 
bail, charged with having killed a na- 
tive named Gonzaies in a sensational 
Shooting affray in the Hotel Astor, in 
the City of Panama. 

Cullen ts the son of the late Curtis 
J. Cullen, a wealthy merchant, whose 
family is socially prominent in Ten- 
nessee, He frankly said yesterday, 
when found at the Hoffman House by 
a Post-Dispatch correspondent, that 
he took French leave upon advice of 
his lawyers and prominent officials of 
Panama. He remained in hiding with 
his friends nearly a week, then for- 
feited his bail of $500 gold, and, with 
his face stained to disguise him as a 
native, rode fo the pier in a closed 
ambulance and was carried aboard on 


a litter. 

Cullen is about 28 vears old, a grad- 
uate of the University of Virginia, 
and has a wife living in Knoxville. 
He went to the isthmus last summer 
to accept a position as inspector in 
the Disbursing Department of the 
Canal Commission. 


Native Threw Confetti, 


"J regret for my family’s sake that 
this thing occurred,” said Cullen, “but 
since the story has got here I might 
as well tell the whole thing. The man 
Gonzales, a notorious bully, first came 
to my notice about a month ago, when 
I prevented his killing a friend of 
Mine from “Tallahassee, Fla. The next 
time was on the Saturday evening be- 
fore Christmas. There was a fiesta in 
Panama and I came in town to visit 
some friends at the hotel. The crowds 
were blowing ‘horns and throwing 
confetti, much the same as they do 
here on New Year's eve. 

“While I was talking in the lobby, 
Gonzales picked up a handful of con- 
fetti and dust from the floor and threw 
it in my eyes and mouth. Then he 
stood with several Spanish friends, 
laughing at me. 

“Bnraged, I hit him with my left fist 
and knocked him over a table. His coat 
flew up, revealing a revolver in his 
pocket. He mys up and came at 
me with a pearl-handled stiletto. My 
best weapon was my foot, and I let him 
have it in the stomach, sending him 
sprawling again. Before he got up, 
someone, I did not know who, saw my 
danger and slipped a revolver into my 
band. I put it into my hip pocket and 
waited for Gonzales to make the next 
move. 

*‘*Now pull your revolver and shoot,’ 
he yelled, jumping - and drawing his 

istol. Before he could shoobI fired and 

it him in the jaw. The bullet glanced, 

went under the skin and came out back 
of his ear. This staggered him, but 
he aimed again and was about to shoot, 
when T fired, killing him. I then went 
upstairs to a friend's apartments." 


Mob Demanded Lynching. 

A mob of Panamanians, who, (‘nl- 
zen said, generally are hostile to 
Americans, clamored about the hotel, 
demanding a lynching. Eight policemen 
took Cuilen to police headquarters, but 
he appealed to the American Consul and 
was saved from planet the night in 
a cell. Bail was accepted, aud the fol- 
lowing day, Sunday, he slipped away 
to Cristobal and hid in the house ot a 
friend until Friday afternoon, when a 
telegram from Panama advised him the 

olice were on his trail. Fearing arrest, 

e decided to board the Tagus the next 
day—Saturday.

In the 
first annual report of the Carnegie 
foundation for the advancement of 
teaching, just made public, there ap- 
pears a note written to the trustees of 
the foundation by the late President 
Harper of Rockefeller's university, in 
which he took the position that his in- 
stitution was not strictly denomination- 
al in the sense covered by Mr. Carne- 
gie's deed of gift, and was therefore 
eligible to a share of the pension fund. 
The foundation trustees have decided 
otherwise. Brown University at Provi- 
dence pas also been excluded from the 
fund. 

Mr. Carnegie’s rigid exclusion of de- 
nominational institutions from the ben- 
efit of his pension system is having the 
effect, according to the trustees of the 
foundation, of shaking the 
tarian hold on a 
of colleges throughout the country.

The pen- 
sions vary from $890 to $2000, and aver- 
age $1552 to those in “accepted instity- 
tions,”” $1302 to Individual professors 
and $833 to widows. In all, the pension 
list Is now $122,120.

UST after Percy Bysshe Shelley, perfect 
J poet and most imperfect man, left Eton, 
he fell in love with his cousin, Harriet 
Grove, and became engaged to her. But the 
man’s avowed atheism and his revolu- 
tionary political views so alarmed the young 
prulent parents that they compelled her 
Very shortly after Shelley be- 
enamored of another Harriet, a_ school 
friend of his. sister's, by whose name and face 
he was reminded of his lost love. The second 
Harriet’s name was Westbrook, and she lent a 
willing ear to the young disciple of free 
thought, who later married her, perhaps to guar- 
antee an audience for his views. She was only 
16, and her father properly enough thought her 
education incomplete. Shelley took another view 
and regaried the parental effort to send her to 
school as persecution, ‘‘Her father,” he wrote to his friend Hogg, “has perse- 
euted her in a most horrible way by endeavoring to compel her to go to 
school. I advised her, of course to resist She wrote to me to say that re- 
sistance was useless, but that she would fly with me and throw herself upon

Hogg, who lived with the young couple, relates that for a time they ate 
regular meals, living principally on buns, which Shelley bought at the 
“Once.” he says, “I dropped a hint about a pudding,” but 
“A pudding is a prejudice,” and so quenched his 
For a time Harriet and Shelley lived in tol- 
erable accord. Then the poet met Mary Wolstonecroft Godwin, whose 
mother was one of the first advocates of the rights of women, and who was 
herself a most talented and attractive person. — 

They fell in love. Mary's lips touched the poet’s “tremblingly, her beau. 
tiful even” he declared, “soothed his dream of pain”—a dream, by the way, 
which, like that of Coleridge and De Quincey, was largely wrought of 


laudanum., 
Finally Shelley and Mary Godwin eloped to Italy, where they fell in 
with Byron, and, regrettable as it was, lived very happlly together until 


Shellev’s death. 
The deserted Harriet drowned herself, and a year later Shelley thus 
wrote of the tragedy: 
‘That time is dead forever. child. 
Drowned, frozen, dead, for ever! 
We look on the past, 
And stare aghast 
At the spectres wailing, pale and ghast, 
Of hopes which thou and I beguiled 
To death on life’s dark river.’’

Last March reports were received 
that a new voleanic island had been 
found in Behring Sea. Later, L. L. 
Bales, a well-known Alaskan hunter 
and trapper, sailed close to the island. 
He estimated its height at 900 feet and 
its length at about three miles. Mr.

“The island has come from the depths 
of the sea since last spring. | hardly 
credited the report when I first heard 
of it, but went close to it shortly 
afterward in a sealing schooner.

WHALES 


HO EVER heard of whales fenc- 
W ing with one another—just for 

amusement apparently! This 
may seem very strange, but it is never- 
theless true. There are whales that not 
only fence with one another, but use 
their teeth for swords. Some _ whales 
have no teeth, but instead of teeth have 
great sheets of whalebone hanging from 
the roof of the mouth; others have their 
great jaws filled with terrible teeth, 
while one kind, the narwhal, has but 
two teeth. 

One of the teeth of the male narwhal 
Srows through the upper lip and looks 
like a spear projecting in front of the 
animal. Sometimes both teeth grow out 
in this way, but that is not often the 
case. This tooth is frequently eight 
feet in length, and it is with this power- 
ful tooth or spear that the narwhal 
does his fencing. The whale itself is 
seldom more than sixteen feet in length, 
s0 that his tooth is just about half of 
the length of his whole body. 

No one seems to know of what use 
such a big tooth fs to the narwhdl. Some 
Say it is used for digging the mud in 
the bottom of the ocean to scare out 
the fish that may be lurking there; oth- 
ers think it is used in spearing the fish, 
or for breaking holes through the ice 
in the .sorthern seas in winter,
